

Energy board to probe defects charges 

Better gas pipeline checks urged 


A Ralph Nader-type 
crusader who claims to have 
lost "many friends” in gas 
explosions is carrying his 
fight for better pipeline in¬ 
spection to Ottawa. 

Pipeline consultant James 
Sutherland told The Express 
the National Energy Board 
[ has promised an immediate 
investigation into his charges 
of defects in the Agassiz- 
Rosedale bridge section of 
B.C.’s main gas transmission 
line. 

These charges have been 
denied by West Coast Trans¬ 
mission, owner of the 30-inch 
, high pressure natural gas 
pipeline carrying gas to the 
lower mainland and the 
[ border for U.S. export. 

The company inspected the 


pipe at the provincial 
government’s request after 
the matter was raised in the 
B.C. legislature two weeks 
ago. 

Company president Ed 
Phillips said a two-day 
examination of the line 
showed no serious defects, no 
cracks or voids in the welds 
and therefore no hazard to the 
bridge. Phillips said a 
government inspector ac¬ 
companied the testers. 

However Sutherland, a 
pipeline consultant with more 
than 20 years experience in 
"big inch" pipeline con¬ 
struction in North America 
and Europe, said two days 
was insufficient to carry out a 
proper check. 

He said he had been unable 


to find out which government 
inspector was with the West 
Coast team when the bridge 
pipe was examined. 

He himself supervised x-ray 
tests of a 60-foot section of the 
pipeline April 5 and with the 
help of a Burnaby testing firm 
— Independent Industrial 
Inspectors — found that two 
out of four welds selected at 
random were faulty. 

Sutherland, the Ralph 
Nader of oil and gas pipeline 
standards, showed his results 
to the chief inspector of the 
provincial department of 
transport and com¬ 
munications. 


Sutherland charged the 
pipeline did not comply with 
two recognised standards, an 
American Petroleum Institute 
pipeline specification and the 
American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers 
welding code. 

Sutherland, author of an 
unpublished book on the 
major transmission lines of 
the western world, told the 
department: "We thus have 
an explosive situation and this 
bridge should be closed until 
further investigation." 

In Victoria last week 
Sutherland described his 
lengthy campaign for more 


attention to pipeline safety 
during construction and final 
testing. He cites the example 
of the Netherlands and 
Germany, both heavily 
pipelined countries, where 
safety procedures far out¬ 
distance North American, 
particularly Canadian 
practices. 

His main B.C. target has 
been the Agassiz-Rosedale 
bridge about which 
Sutherland said he had been in 
communication with Tran¬ 
sport Minister Robert 
Strachan and Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald, 
noting citizen responsibility 


under the B.C. Pipelines Act 
to notify of hazardous con¬ 
ditions. oil spills or leakages. 

There was no action from 
any official, he said. 

In March the engineer- 
consultant had contacted 
Socred MLA Harvey 
Schroeder and mayors of the 
valley area to warn of the 
hazard. They were to have 
informed the National Energy 
Board but they failed to do so. 

Sutherland met April 10 
with provincial Liberal leader 
David Anderson and Con¬ 
servative leader Scott 
Wallace and they sub¬ 


sequently raised the matter in 
the house question period. 

Strachan replied the bridge 
was a federal responsibility, 
but at the government’s 
request. West Coast Trans¬ 
mission did carry out an 
inspection. 

But when Sutherland 
contacted the National 
Energy Board, which has 
jurisdiction because the 
transmission line carried gas 
between provinces and for 
export, he said the board 
indicated some alarm and was 
concerned that it had not been 
consulted by the provincial 
authorities, the NEB, he said, 
sent him a wire Wednesday 
promising an investigation. 

Sutherland is a welding 
engineer with training in 


metallurgy and construction 
techniques. He said in the 
Fraser Valley alone, where 
both oil and natural gas 
pipelines carry products to the 
coast, only 30 per cent un¬ 
derwent x-ray inspection 
during construction. There is 
no other practical way of 
determining metal and 
welding imperfections, he 
said. 

"The remaining 70 per cent 
is a time bomb — explosive," 
Sutherland declared. 

"I’m not condemning work¬ 
manship," the engineer said. 
"The welders undergo rigid 
testing (before they are 
certified for pipeline work). 
But their only sounding board 
is inspection.”

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REGIONAL SCHEME IN LIMBO 


Superboard decision to Cocke 


The great foresight saga of 
I regional hospital planning has 
I entered its second decade with 
I as much controversy as ever 
| — and without any major 
I program of expansion or 
I renovation of the district’s 
I acute-care facilities yet on the 
| drawing board. 

True, the regional hospital 
L advisory committee's latest 
[ report proposes the 
I machinery — a 15-man 
superboard’’ — that could 
lead to implementation of 
such a program 
But going on past form that 


does not necessarily mean the 
program itself (or the 
superboard) is within two, 
five or 10 years of fruition. 

Since 1964, whfen the 
regional hospital board's 
forerunner in the planning 
field (Victoria District 
Planning Board) received the 
first major study of area bed 
requirements, until today, 
thousands of dollars and tons 
of paper have failed to bring 
regional cohesion out of 
raging controversy. 

And so it is with the 
eagerness of- frustration that

those involved await Health 
Minister Dennis Cocke’s 
upcoming nod or nay to the 
latest advisory committee’s 
effort. 

What is needed from Cocke 
is more than simply "yes I 
like it, stick with it boys," or 
"no, it stinks, scrap it and 
start yet again.” 

He must end once and for all 
the repetitious stammering of 
a regional hospital board that 
has remained — since its 
inception in 1967 — a 

relatively ineffective buffer 


between unwilling govern¬ 
ment and querulous hospitals. 1 

Cocke must decide whether 
to give the regional hospital 
authority some fire-power or 
whether to let it fade into a 
cloudy backdrop while the 
regional community awaits 
the bright sun of direct 
government intervention. 

As things stand the 
provincial government in the 
guise of the B.C. Hospital 
Insurance Service holds the 
purse strings, being 
responsible for most of the 
regional acute-care hospitals' 


$30 million annual operating 
budget. 

The provincial government 
also puts up 60 per cent of the 
regional hospitals' capital 
costs — the remaining 40 per 
cent comes from regional 
property taxes. 

However it allows the 
regional hospital authority to 
make the unpopular im- 
possible-to-achieve policy and 
before putting in the veto 
allows the regional politicians 
to soak up punishment from

controversial Bill 42 which 
controls development of 
agricultural land. 

He said there were a variety 
of ways to curb the profits of 
foreigh land speculators. 

Also back from the tour. 
Trade and Industry Minister 
Gary Lauk said he would 
release details of the new 
B.C.-Japan steel agreement in 
the legislature this week. 


The boards which govern 
Victoria’s two general 
hospitals have taken opposite 
positions on the critical issue 
of consolidating regional 
hospital administration. 

Directors at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital have unanimously 
endorsed the idea of a single 
board to govern all acute-care 
hospitals in the Capital 
district. 

At ihe same time, the board 
at Victoria General Hospital 
continues voicing vehement 
opposition. 

The single board, which 
would replace each hospital’s 
own board, was the major 
recommendation from the 
advisory committee to the 
regional hospital board in a 
report released earlier this 
month 

That recommendation, and 
a number of others, were 
approved by regional 
directors and now await the 
blessing of Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke. 

The Jubilee'position became 
clear for the first time in a 
letter to Cocke from executive 
director A. C. Pickles, 
released after a regular board 
meeting Friday. 

"The board ... is 
unanimously of the opinion 
that a corporate consolidation 
of the acute general hospitals 
. . . could well be a most ef¬ 
fective mechanism for im¬ 
plementing plans designed to 
benefit the region as a whole 
and therefore supports the 
Capital regional hospital 
board in its attempt to unify 
past, fragmented 
organizational loyalties," the 
letter says. 

Jubilee directors did ex¬ 
press reservations about how 
membership to the single 
board is to be constituted. The 
recommendation approved by 
regional directors would giv#» 
them control over 11 of 15 
seats. 

Meanwhile at Victoria 
General, board members 
continued bitter opposition to 
the single board policy at the 
annual meeting last week of 
the Southern Vancouver 
Island Hospital Society, the 
public organization which 
operates the hospital 

And Dr James Duxbury, 
the hospital’s chief of the 
medical staff, spoke once 
more about the •distressing" 
problem of practising modern 
medicine in a "progressively 
sub standard facility," a view 


echoed by society members 
from the floor. 

The plan accepted by 
regional hospital directors 
envisages Jubilee and Vic¬ 
toria General staying about 
their present size and being 
modernized. 

Acute-care beds would be 
added to the new Saanich 
Peninsula extended care 
hospital, to replace antiquated 
Resthaven Hospital in Sidney, 
and a new acute-care hospital 


of up to 450 beds would 
eventually be built in Saanich, 
to serve the peninsula and the 
Col wood-Langford area. 

"If the provincial govern¬ 
ment allows us to become an 
annex to that place up the 
street (Royal Jubilee) they 
will lose something very very 
important," Gordon Mc¬ 
Pherson, representative of the 
Hospital Employees' Union, 
told the Victoria General 
meeting. 


Building trade 
crunch nearing 

Some 35,000 provincial construction workers are going down 
to the wire in their negotiations, with Wednesday the deadline 
for settlement. 

Unless their negotiators can come up with an acceptable 
package by that time, members of the 12 unions under the B.C. 
and Yukon Building Trades Council have voted to take strike 
action. 

Meanwhile, the Plumbers and Electricians unions, which 
have been bargaining separately, have come up with tentative 
agreements which they were putting to their memberships at 
meetings through the province Sunday and Monday. There was 
no word on whether the negotiators were ready to recommend 
acceptance of the proposals. 

Talks between the other unions and the Construction Labor 
Relations Association continued through Sunday, and 
negotiators said they were prepared to move into all-night 
sessions if necessary in an effort to reach a tentative agreement 
before Wednesday 

Construction union contracts expire April 30. 

Housing Minister Lome Nicholson said Saturday he had 
learned from labor sources that there will be a settlement 
without shutdown this year. 

Neither labor nor management negotiators were willing to 
break the silence they have maintained since negotiations 
started in March.

individual hospitals and 
special interest groups. 

This time round the regional 
politicians managed to 
quieten one special interest 
group — the Saanich Penin¬ 
sula community — by 
overruling an advisory 
committee recommendation 
not to replace Resthaven 
acute bed with facilities at the 
new Saanich Peninsula 
Hospital on Mount Newton 
Crossroad. 

But the new policy 
proposing a single medical 
staff and a single hospital 
board is still anathema to 
Victoria General and at least 
a vocal section of area doc¬ 
tors. 

Both factions — who may in 
the long run prove to be much 
the same thing — deplore 
what they see as a cart-before- 
the-horse way of operating 
whereby critically-needed 
hospital renovations play 
second fiddle to merry-go- 
round visionary planning. 

Both view with horror what 
they see as the impersonality 
ot a super complex whose 
board has no directly elected 
local representatives nor 
promise of much improved 
medical expertise. 

. As far as VGH itself is 
concerned, an old iasecurity 
and crisis of identity 
exacerbated no doubt by its 
recent name change (from 
homely old St. Joe’s to a 
regional general hospital — 
has been compounded still 
further by this new regional 
report. 

The hospital fears it will 
become “just a group of 
wards,” at best a satellite to 
Royal Jubilee Hospital (or 
whatever it’s future name), 
its keen rival from the good- 
old - days - of - rugged - in¬ 
individualism. 

Worse still, VGH fears a 
complete uprooting and 
relocation of its existing 
acute-care facilities — again 
not a new fear. 

As far back as March 1969 
the hospital was told in no 
uncertain terms by Agnew, 
Peckhamand Associates (The 
Toronto consultants who 
wrote the definitive report on 
Capital Region hospitals 
published May 1968) that

because of “uncertainty about 
available land and highway 
routes" hospital expansion 
plans should be curtailed and 
thought given to “partial or 
total replacement” in the 
Swan Lake area. 

A couple of months later 
(May 1969) a newspaper 
editorial read: “The local 
region has a serious hospital 
problem on hand. The lengthy 
list of persons waiting to enter 
hospital, and the year-long 
wait they must endure, are 
quite unacceptable for a 


community of this size and 
prosperity in this modern age 

“Years are slipping by ns 
various bodies try to cope with 
the situation — and some of 
their difficulties are certainly 
formidable — yet the badly 
needed beds are not yet on 
hand, the buildings are not yet 
built, and indeed, the very 
locations of the bulk of the new 
beds have not yet been agreed 
on. 

“Even the experts appear to 
be continually altering their 
earlier decisions.” 


Nearly five years later the 
region still has the same 
"serious hospital problem on 
hand” and the buildings still 
"are not yet built" and 
placing acute beds still has not 
yet been agreed on — despite 
the $22*-j million cash-in-hand 
approved in the acute-care 
referendum a year ago 
However before mumbling 
the old adage, “The more 
things change, the more they 
are the same,” it must be 
remembered that progress, 
however slow, has been made. 


Pipeline probe 


This includes: 

—Provision of 300 extended- 
care beds at Gorge Road 
Hospital (following 
referendum approval for 600 
dividualism.such beds Oct. 
1968). 75 beds at 

Saanich Peninsula and 25 at 
Salt Spring’s Lady Minto. and 
provincial acquisition of two 
private hospitals for extended 
care, has freed beds for acute- 
care use. 

—Waiting lists which grew 
alarmingly in the ’60s have 
tended to ease slightly in the 
early ’70s because of better 
bed utilization, shorter patient 
hospital stay, increased day 


care surgery and improved 
home and “ambulatory” care. 
(The current combined 
waiting list at Jubilee and 
General is nearly 2,200 
compared with the 1968 high of 
2,868 — and average waiting 
time is shorter).

A minute flaw in a welded 
seam under pressure can lead 
to fissures, cracks, fractures, 
metal fatigue and finally 
rupture, which in the case of 
gas lines can lead to 
detonation and fire. 

“It can be holocaust. I’ve 
lost many of my friends in that 
way," said Sutherland, 
recalling end-of-project 
testing of a gas line in the 
Swan Hills of northern Alberta 
about 10 years ago 

Sutherland said it was his 
European experience which 
made ^jim realize how far 
behind North America lags in 
pipeline safety. 

In Holland and Germany, 
for instance, 100 per cent x- 
ray testing is mandatory by 
law. Europeans have been 
concerned for a decade about 
the risk of underground 
leakage, "long before we 
became involved with 
ecology,” the engineer said. 

“We went there (as a 
specialist with the world-wide 
Bechtel Corp.) to teach them 


pipeline construction 
techniques, but I often felt I 
was on the wrong side of the 
desk,’’ he said by way of 
underlining the concern of 
Europeans. 

He suggested other 
potentially hazardous 
situations in B.C.: In the flood 
area between Rosedale and 
Hope a 24-inch transmission 
line of Trans Mountain Oil 
passes through a narrow 
canyon virtually underneath 
the highway because of the 
nearness of the river. Huge 
rocks from time to time break 
off the face and crash to the 
roadway, and one could easily 
impact upon the rocky fill 
covering the pipe, he said. The 
resulting oil spill could con¬ 
taminate the Fraser, 
spawning beds, beaches, 
fishing grounds and the Gulf 
of Georgia: 

The West Coast main line 
passes underneath the busy 
intersection of Trans-Canada 
Highway and the Hope- 
Princeton Highway just west 
of Hope, where constant 
traffic subjects the pipe to 
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compression: a line operated 
by West Coast Petroleum Ltd. 
in northern B.C. underwent a 
series of construction ex¬ 
periences that leave stan¬ 
dards in question; river 
crossings other than the 
Agassiz-Rosedale bridge 
merit special attention. 

“A pipeline is really a tube 
carrying a product to market 
and it is no better than the 
material that goes into it and 
the method of joining it,” 
Sutherland said. 

"I’m not out to block 
anything. But our technology 
has to catch up."

Fireman 

suffers 

relapse 

A Victoria fireman has been 
hospitalized by a “severe 
respiratory problem” which 
resulted from smoke 
inhalation while fighting a fire 
April 11, Ross Cameron, 
president of International 
Association of Firefighters, 
local 730, said this week. 

Jim Aspinwall, 54, collapsed 
in New Westminster a day 
after fighting a fire at Vic¬ 
toria’s Counting House 
Cinema. He has been in the 
intensive care unit at New 
Westminister’s Royal 
Columbian Hospital since, 
Cameron said. 

Aspinwall had gone to New 
Westminster to help a sister 
move but was unable to 
breathe properly. He 
collapsed later in the day and 
is now unable to breathe 
without a respirator, he said. 

Cameron said it is not 
unusual for a fireman to inhal 
smoke in the course of his 
duties and Aspinwall apeared 
“relatively nprmal” after the 
Counting House fire was 
extinguished.

Anyone who thinks Canada's bilingualism problems don’t 
affect British Columbia should consider the plight of French- 
Canadian children who are transferred with their armed forces 
parents to CFB Esquimalt. 

These children and their parents have been involved in an 
eight-month struggle to get a local school board to accept their 
right to be taught in their own language - French. 

Sooke school board has persistently refused to allow the 35 
children to be taught entirely in French. 

It’s not a matter of money. Any extra costs involved in 
French instruction would be paid by the defence department. 

It’s a matter of principle, says the board. Trustees think 
that students in B.C. should take at least some of their courses in 
English. 

So much for a bilingual Canada. French may be one of 
Canada’s two official languages, but in Greater Victoria only 
English will do. 

What principle could prevent the board from allowing 100 
per cent French instruction for the 35 children? 

It’s not as if they’re not going to be exposed to the English 
language and culture. They’re inundated with it, swamped with 
it. They’re fluent in English before they ever go to school. 

French-Canadians who join Canada’s armed forces risk 
losing their language and culture. They are transferred all over 
the country, and may be for only one year in 10 can they hope to 
be stationed in Quebec. It’s this erosion of their children’s 
culture that makes French-language schooling so important to 
these parents. 

The defence department recognizes* the problem. That’s 
why it has argued so strongly for French-language classes here, 
and why, when Sooke refused to do so last fall, the department 
set up its own 100 per cent French school on the base. 

The defence department is now approaching Greater 
Victoria scltool board in its search for a permanent school for 
the French-Cana*dian children. 

It is to be hoped the Greater Victoria board will be willing 
and able to make them part of the regular school system. 

The supremacy of the English language in Victoria is in no 
danger, and needs no defence against 35 children. 


Many follow 
postal suit 

Abctat 400 small businessmen on Vancouver Island stand to 
gain if the Canadian Federation of Independent Business were 
to win its $100 million suit against the federal government. 

The class action was launched in Toronto Friday to recover 
alleged losses from the week-long national postal strike, a 
shutdown which has been called illegal. The federation has 
13,000 members. 

George Morrison, the federation’s full-time representative 
in B.C. and the Yukon, said his organization was suing the 
government rather than the postal unions because Ottawa had 
the power to halt what was an illegal work stoppage. 

The action is not frivolous but an attempt to set a precedent, 
he said. 

Many small businesses have had to borrow money at high 
interest rates because accounts could not be paid through the 
mail. Businesses like mail order firms had to shut their doors 
completely, said Morrison. 

The federation is also seeking an injunction which would 
require the post office and employees to abide by their contract.

Radio broadcaster and 
former Liberal MLA Barrie 
Clark has been appointed to 
the position of the provincial 
government’s rentalsman, 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald announced last 
week. 

Macdonald said Clark had 
accepted the position and was 
already looking at the 
government’s new Landlord 


and Tenant Act, introduced in 
the legislature recently. 

Although no salary for Clark 
had been decided, Macdonald 
said he expects it to be in the 
range of a deputy minister’s 
salary— about $40,000 a year. 

The minister said the 
rentalsman’s head office 
would be in Vancouver, 
probably in the downtown 
area. 


Clark will have legal and 
economic research assistance 
to help him in his duties. 

Clark, 41, was first elected 
Liberal MLA for North 
Vancouver Seymour in 1966. 
He was re-elected in 1969 and 
defeated by Colin Gabelmann, 
NDP, in 1972. 

One of the rentalsman’s 
main functions will be to 
approve or reject applications 
by landlords who want to raise 


rents beyond a percentage 
level set "from time to time” 
by the government. 

He will also mediate 
disputes between landlords 
and tenants and see to the 
proper administration of the 
act. 

Macdonald said Clark 
brings with him the 
“sophistication and 
experience” necessary for the 
job. 


Uneasy victory 


Mining department 
spending estimates were 
approved last week by the 
legislature after two days of 
opposition attacks on the 
government’s performance in 
the mines industry.

Indians mineral rights on 
their reserves. 

Gardom told the legislature, 
during debate on Mines 
Minister Leo Nimsick’s 
spending estimates, that the 
government should take 
immediate steps to restore 
that right to Indians. 

He said the legislation dates 
back to $1943 and was the only- 
one of its kind in Canada. “In 
my view it’s a preposterous 
statute.

But Gardom interjected 
that this came as no surprise 
since the statute in question 
had prevented any on-reserve 
exploration.

Gulf Islands 1 rein 
eased by Lorimer 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer has eased the 
powers given the government 
in the proposed Gulf Islands 
Trust bill introduced in the 
legislature last week. 

Lorimer filed amendments 
to the Islands Trust Act to 
delete two sections of the bill 
which opposition members 
have criticized for giving the 
government too much control 
of the Islands. 

The act, designed to create 
a trust to control development 
and zoning in the Gulf Islands, 
did not allow for the appeal of 
a minister’s ruling which was 
“final and binding and not 
subject to appeal to, or review' 
by, any court.” 

Lorimer has aksed for a 
deletion to allow the appeal of 
ministerial rulings.

Province offers aid 


What started out for a 33-

St. Jorre added a term of 
probation, which is normal in 
such cases, and one of its 
conditions was that Desjarlais 
report to the jail each 
Saturday morning for seven 
weekends starting March 16. 

Friday, Desjarlais pleaded 
guilty to one charge of 
breaching the probation by 
failing to report March 16, one 
of being unlawfully at large 
that day and one of failing to 
appear before OsUer April 8 
on the first two charges. 

Desjarlais explained he had 
been attending a funeral in 
Saskatchewan April 8 and, 
when he returned, he was 
picked up for failure to pay 
about $225 of the 1973 fine. 

He said he is serving 46 days 
of the 60—the time owing after

En Route

I’m often accused of making crushing remarks about 
Beetles but Volkswagen’s latest innovation propels me towards 
a different tack. 

A Teutonic triumph is the all-now automatic seat-belt 
system being tested by VW of America in hopes of winning U.S. 
approval so as to replace the complicated starter-interlock 
system on the ’75 model Kraut Cans and perhaps even be used in 
lieu of the air bag later in the decade. 

Whether the government buys the VW merchandise is up to 
the Department of Transportation in Washington. The DOT has 
already stated the VW passive-belt system does meet the 
requirements of the law with few changes needed. 

The system consists of a shoulder harness but no lap belt. In 
place of the lap strap is a foam-padded sheet-metal knee bar 
which prevents the motorist from submarining under the 
dashboard in a sudden stop. 

The upper end of the diagonal belt is attached a few inches 
from the top of the door while the other end is attached to a 
roller which is designed to lock up with any sudden 
deceleration—either a panic stop or collision. 

It is one more indication that the automotive safety belt is 
very much in the running despite all the talk about air bags. 

During 1972 mandatory belt-usage bills were introduced in 
eight U.S. states. Australia, first nation to enact a mandatory 
belt-usage law, reports that fatalities dropped 20 per cent in the 
first year. 

Ford Motor Company and GM still have a large fleet of 
vehicles on the road equipped with air bags. Between the two 
company fleets, the cars have registered well over 20 million 
miles with good results. 

The VW system is intended to supplant the required ignition 
interlock in ’75 cars as well as provide a passive restraint 
system to comply with a federal law due to take effect in 1976 or 
later.' An air-bag system inside a VW, especially in the Kraut 
Can, would run into problems because of the small space 
between the motorist and the windshield.

Hospitals hit '

The current payment of $13.40 a day for a patient supported 
by the government is grossly inadequate and should be 
increased at least 40 per cent, said the association. 

“The number of staff resignations being submitted in 
private hospitals because of relatively low salary levels is 
steadily mounting and qualified replacements are impossible to 
attract,” it said. 

Between 300 and 600 beds will have to be taken out of service 
if an increase is not granted within the next six months, 
predicted R. J. Shepherd, the association’s president. 

The association called the situation a “crisis” and asked for 
an early meeting with government to discuss the proposed 
increased social assistance grant. 


Board proposes parkbuy

has requested the parks

The proposal, or Phase 2 
Parks Program as it is called, 
would involve the acquisition 
of 21 small parks totaling 142 
acres in municipalities or 
urban areas. 

This would mean the levy of 
another half-mill. Taxpayers 
now pay $253,538 annually for 
a parkland acquisition 


program which is now nearing 
completion. 

The proposed program is a 
departure from the regional 
park concept approved by 
ratepayers in 1969. 

The policy of past boards 
has been to steer clear of 


buying land for parks which 
fall into the category of 
“municipal parks." 

However, planners stressed 
the need to complete the 
existing program before 
becoming involved in a second 
land acquisition project.

Drugs hearing 
issue sticky 


When for 34-year-old North 
Vancouver man appears May 
30 in Victoria provincial court 
for a preliminary hearing of a 
serious narcotics charge, will 
Judge William Ostler have to 
turn him away? 

That was the question left 
last week after chapter two in 
the lesson in legalities posed 
by the case of Charles Edwin 
Walker—and the answer will 
only come when Ostler next 
tackles the intricate legal 
issue May 30. 

Stated briefly, the issue is 
this: If a judge loses 
jurisdiction over an accused 
person, has he also lost 
jurisdiction over the offence 
that led to the charge against 
that person? And can the 
jurisdiction over the person be 
regained when the cause of its 
loss is repaired? 

Prosecutor Michael 
Hutchison said he belived the 
hearing can go ahead and 
added he would be ready with 
legal arguments to support 
the belief, if needed. 

Walker was charged March 
4 before Judge D. G. Ashby of 
Sidney provincial court with 
possession of about five 
ounces of cocaine the night 
before in Sidney for the 
purpose of trafficking. He was 
also charged with dangerous 
driving as a result of a chase 
by police. 

Ashby rejected a request by 
John Baynton, a law student 
articling with Vancouver 
defence lawyer David 
Gibbons, to transfer the case 
to Vancouverand also refused 
bail for Walker. 

The Victoria firm of 
Sullivan, Smith and Bigelow, 
which conducts most Greater 
Victoria drug prosecutions 
and has Hutchison on its staff, 
appeared for the crown.

OTTAWA - Despite an 
official protest by CP Air, the 
federal cabinet has approved 
the purchase by Air Canada of 
a one-third interest in Wardair 
Canada Ltd. 

Wardair, an Edmonton- 
based company, is Canada’s 
largest air charter carrier. 
Together with Air Canada, the 
firm accounts for more than 
60 per cent of Canadian 
passengers carried on charter 
flights outside the country. 

CP Air protested that the 
acquisition would give the two 
companies a stranglehold on 
the charter business.

Because he had heard facts 
of the case during bail talks, 
Ashby transferred it to the 
jurisdiction of Ostler’s court. 
There, Walker elected trial by 
judge and jury and Ostler set 
May 30 as the date for the 
preliminary hearing in his 
"ourt. 

Walker appeared on four 
weekly remands that are 
routine for those held in 
custody but was absent April 
11 when his name was called. 

That would normally mean 
an arrest warrant but it 
turned out Walker’s 
Vancouver defenders had, 
without notifying the Victoria 
law firm, convinced a B.C. 
Supreme Court justice April 5 
to reverse the ban on bail. 

The justice had set bail at 
$5,000 and Walker had been 
released five days before his 
next scheduled appearance. 
That was all right—the 
trouble was the bail papers 
used to release him contained 


no date at all for his next call 
in court. 

Sources indicated this was 
due to a misunderstanding. 
But it led Ostler to say: “I 
don’t think I have any 
jurisdiction at all.” 

In effect, Walker could not 
be forced to appear May 30, or 
ever. 

The prosecution considered 
starting % the case all over 
again with a new arrest 
warrant but decided instead to 
get in touch with Gibbons. 
Proper bail papers were 
drawn up last week and 
Gibbons agreed to appear 
May 30 with Walker. 

In addition, Walker 
surrendered his passport as 
required in the bail order. 

Now the question is whether 
Ostler does have any 
jurisdiction at all-over 
Walker, the offence or both. It 
will be up to the judge to 
decide that on hearing day- 
after argument by 
prosecution, defence or both.

When it comes to disclosing profits the mining industry is 
very secretive 

About the only way to calculate what money was really 
made is to base it on the amount of income tax paid (and we 
all know how inaccurate that can be!). 

However, using this method of deduction, the 1973 
profits of the mining industry in B.C. were estimated to be 
around $300 million. 

And yet in that very same year, when the mining 
industry was enjoying windfall profits, this province made 
more direct revenue from the sale of liquor, for example, than 
from the sale of its non-renewable resources. Obviously there 
is something wrong with the present tax system 

The return on equity in mining is running as high 

as 79%. 

With profits so high, the return on equity so good and 
the sale of our mineral resources guaranteed on the world 
market — why shouldn't all British Columbians receive a fair 
share from the sale of our wealth? 

THE EXPENDABLE CAPITAL EXPENDITURES. 

British Columbians have been warned that with the enactment 
of Bill 31, future capital expenditures in mining in our province 
will virtually cease. 

But the results of a study 
done by Price Waterhouse & Co. 
in 1970 for The Mining Association 
of British Columbia show abso¬ 
lutely that the mining industry 
intended to greatly decrease capital J 
expenditures over the next five 
years anyway. 

And this study was done long ’ 
before the NDP came on the sceneT 
long before Bill 31 was ever proposed! 

Their own forecasts show that planned 
development would drop from $304 million 
in 1971 right down to $15 million 
in 1975 (a cut of about 95%). 

Now however Bill 31 is being blamed for this, and the 
miners are being used as pawns. 




REQUIEM FOR A VANISHING BREED. 

Employers always stress the importance of the mining industry 
as a source of employment in B.C 

In 1938, when mineral production was $6,0 million, , 
the mining industry directly employed 10,000 people. 

Vet in 1973 when mining production in the province 
was valued at $800 million, direct employment in B.C. mining 
was only 14,500. 

Mining is a highly capital intensive industry. It does not 
employ many people - not like most other industries. Even 
though it may cost as much as a million dollars for one piece 
of mining equipment it may only take one man to operate it. 

A million dollar garment factory would have to employ 
hundreds of people. 

Over the years miners have been treated as nothing 
more than factors of production. Mines have closed on short 
notice leaving many miners un¬ 
employed in isolated communities. 

The accidental death rate among 
B.C. miners is the highest in all 
of Canada. 

So it’s no wonder the 
present concern for job sec¬ 
urity by the mining industry 
is regafded with more than 
a little suspicion by the 
working people of the 
industry. 

Prior to the introduction of Bill 31, 
mining companies were complaining 
about the shortage of labour. Crash 
training programmes are now taking 
place for the training of mine employees. 

We can only conclude that the warnings of 

declining employment are nothing more than scare tactics 

BILL OF FARE. 

With Bill 31 the mining industry in British Columbia and the 
company shareholders will still continue to enjoy a very healthy 
return on investment. After all, if the royalty had been in effect 
in 1973, mining companies would still have received $266 4 
million profit even after the $33.6 million royalty was deducted 

What The Mineral Royalties Act and The Mineral Land 
Tax Act will do is provide British Columbians with a reasonable 
share of the value of their natural resources. 

It seems only fair the people of British Columbia should 
directly benefit from the vast wealth to be found in their 
own province.

Civil order 
plea made 


LISBON—The new military 
regime in Portugal, which 
overthrew the government in 
a bloodless coup last 
Thursday, faced new 
problems this week in keeping 
civil order. 

Gen. Antonio de Spinola and 
his six-man military junta has 
appealed to the population to 
end street demonstrations 
after troops on the weekend 
were forced to fire shots into 
the air to disperse a crowd 
roughing up suspected police 
agents. 

Thirty agents of the old 
regime surrendered to troops 
but three were beaten up by a 
crowd outside the Caxias 
fortress. It is believed the 
death toll since the coup is 
about a dozen, mostly 
government police agents 
killed by civilians. 

Spinola has reopened 
airports and seaports closed 
since Thursday and has begun 
releasing political prisoners. 
A total % of 43 prisoners were 
freed from the Piniche 
military prison and 79 others 
were released from Caxias. 

About 5,000 cheering people 
gathered with prisoners’ 
relatives outside the notorious 
Caxias jail to greet men and 
women emerging from 
captivity. 

Thousands more paraded 
jubilantly through the heart of 
Lisbon hailing a pledge by 
Spinola to call free elections 
within a year and to seek a 
peaceful solution to the Africa 
colonial wars. 

One of the first moves by the 
military junta was abolition of 
press censorship and 
Portuguese snapped up 
newspapers in record 
numbers. One carried a 
picture of a suspected 
member of the dreaded secret 
police being searched by an 
army patrol. His trousers 
were down to his ankles 

Thursday’s military 
takeover ended 42 years of 
dictatorship under Premier 
Antonio de Olivers Salazar 
and his successor in 1970, 
Marcello Caetano Caetano 


has been exiled to the Atlantic 
island of Madeira. 

In a departure from the 
customary military takeover, 
this one has the full support of 
the public and is restoring 
civil freedom unknown to 
nearly two generations of 
Portuguese. 

The coup has been building 
for several months and was 
finally sparked by the 
Portuguese government’s 
treatment of natives in the 
African colonies of 
Mozambique, Angola and 
Portuguese East Africa. 

Ironically, Spinola was one 
of the top-ranking officers 
involved in the African 
colonies and five years ago 
sought tougher military 
measures. Apparently 
realizing that this was not the 
answer, he then advocated 
more political freedom in 
Africa. 

Political observers realized 
something was in the wind a 
week before the coup when a 
group of Portuguese army 
officers smuggled out a 
detailed report of civilian 
massacres in Mozambique, 
confirming an earlier report 
by a Catholic missionary. 


14,000 
FLEE FUMES 

CHICAGO — Deadly fumes 
from a leaking storage lank 
caused 14,000 South Side 
residents to flee on the 
weekend. Thirty were taken to 
hospital for treatment of 
dizziness, fainting and 
stinging eyes. 

Civil Defence officials said 
the evacuated citizens were 
able to return home next day 
Some 2,000 were lodged 
overnight in a high school. 

They said the chemical, 
silicon tetrachloride, could 
convert to hydrochloric acid 
on contact with water and 
they warned that breathing 
the acid could be fatal. 


NOT GUILTY 


Mitchell, Stans win case 


NEW YORK-Former U S. 
attorney-general John Mit¬ 
chell and former secretary of 
commerce Maurice Stans 
have been acquitted of 
charges of trying\o cover up a 
$200,000 cash contribution by 
financier Robert L. Vesco to 
the 1972 campaign of 
President Richard Nixon. 

After four days of 

deliberation, the jury threw 


out all 15 indictments against 
the two. They were charged 
with criminal conspiracy and 
obstruction of justice in an 
alleged attempt to impede a 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigation of 
Vesco, now a fugitive in Costa 
Rica. 

Vesco’s contribution was 
made three days after a 
campaign law went into effect 


requiring all contributions be 
made public. 

The prosecution contended 
Mitchell and Stans tried to 
stop the SEC probe in return 
for the $200,000 contribution. 

Stans countered that he kept 
'the contribution quiet because 
Vesco’s privacy "was the 
constitutional right under 
law.” Stans denied there was 
any payoff or return faVor.

KAMLOOPS - The 
Canadian Cattlemen's 
Association wants the beef 
subsidy removed in favor of 
the natural forces of supply 
and demand. 

The association’s president, 
Gordon Park, said the subsidy 
is bad both for the consumer 
and the rancher.

WASHINGTON - U.S. 
Secre- tary of State Henry 
Kissinger began his latest 
peace mission to the Middle 
East on the weekend, meeting 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Geneva. 

Kissinger left Washington 
Sunday and will follow his 
Geneva stop with a visit.to 
Algeria before continuing his 
talks with Syrian and Israeli 
officials in an attempt to bring 
a settlement on the Golan 
Heights. 

Israeli warplanes, mean¬ 
while, attacked Syrian 
positions on Mount Hermon, a 


strategic point on the Golan 
Heights that has been the 
scene of heavy fighting for 
more than a month. Syria 
claimed one plane was shot 
down and reported heavy 
fighting along the entire Golan 
Heights front. 

An Israeli spokesman in Tel 
Aviv, however, said the 
fighting has been confined to 
artillery exchanges at the 
south end of the front and 
there have been no casualties. 

Fourteen Israelis died 
Saturday, however, eight 
when a shell exploded and six 
when a helicopter crashed.

TOKYO — Newspaper sub¬ 
scribers in Tama New Town 
will not have to pay their 
paper boy. 

In fact, there won’t be a 
paper boy—the newspaper 
will pop out of a slot in their 
television sets, as will printed 
copies of recipes used in 
cooking programs seen on the 
television. 

The telenewspapers won't 
start coming out of the slots 
until 1976, but the delay is not 


because of technical 
problems; in fact, one such 
paper already is coming out of 
a slot in a machine in Tokyo’s 
Imperial Hotel. The world 
monetary crisis is holding up 
construction of Tama New 
Town.

Benevolent despot 
retires lawnmower 


With a borrowed lawn- 
mower- and three men, Bert 
Richman started a parks 
revolution. 

He’s leaving his command 
post this year, but the echoes 
of his years as Saanich parks 
and recreation administrator 
will reverberate through the 
woods and across the playing 
fields of time. 

Few municipal mandarins 
have been as recognized by 
their contemporaries as Rich- 
man; even the politicians 
agree, the ones who usually 
want the credit for them¬ 
selves. 

Richman has had the title of 
administrator for only about 
the last five years, but before 
that he was parks superin¬ 
tendent and parks foreman, a 
total appointment of more 
than 16 years. He was named 
to organize municipal parks 
on a departmental basis April 
1,1958, which he started with a 
$250,000 budget, three park 
keepers, some hand tools and 
the borrowed mower. 

There were then only 12 
parks covering 86 acres in the 
entire 38 square miles of 
Saanich. 

today the municipality 
contains some 2,500 acres of 
park land, of which more than 
500 acres are municipal parks 
and 1,118 acres are owned by 
the Capital Regional District, 
but which Saanich ad¬ 
ministers. And there are 37 
permanent parks employees 
and 23 casuals. 

With the wisdom of hio 
years as a professional hor- 
ticulturalist and sportsman, 
Richman looks to the future of 
Saanich and the capital region 
and urges the development of 
more parks. 

‘‘Many more are needed 
than we have,” and of those 
that exist, many need more 
money spent on them to 
adequately serve the people, 
Richman thinks. 

Richman agrees land prices 
will not likely be much lower, 
making now the time to secure 
it for future generations, ‘‘if 
the price is right.” 

During his Saanich career 
Richman was responsible for 
a wide variety of programs 
and innovations, including the 
design, supervision and 


maintenance of Gorge 
beautifications, improvement 
of Cadboro Gyro Park, 
development of the area’s 
largest sports complex at 
Lambrick Park, realignment 
and improvement of Cedar 
Hill gold course, playground 
development and the addition 
of dozens of ballparks, football 
fields and tennis courts. 

For instance, there were 
two rugby and soccer pitches 
in 1958; today there are 24. 
Baseball diamonds rose from 
two to 24; tennis courts from 
three to 21 and lacrosse boxes 
from none to three. 

His colleagues and people in 
the sports community 
recognize Richman as 
something special. He has 
been named for outstanding 
community service more than 
once and has served sport¬ 
smen as a director or vice- 
president of the Greater 
Victoria Sports Council for 15 
years and his other direc¬ 
torships cover nearly half 
page of foolscap. 

Richman was playing 
soccer up to about a year ago, 
before the stroke which he had 
at the end of August last year. 

His interest in horticulature 
dates from his boyhood in a 
suburb of Hull, Yorkshire, 
where he was born in 1912. 
Apprenticed to the city of Hull 
parks administration, he took 
his formal training leading up 
to a Royal Horticultural 
Society senior diploma and 
National Diploma. 

With the Second World War, 
Richman joined the RAF and 
was posted to Patricia Bay as 
a Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan com¬ 
munications instructor from 
1942-44. After a year of 
working for a private firm of 
horticulturists in Yorkshire, 
Richman returned to Canada 
in 1946 to be assistant parks 
administrator for the city of 
Westmount. 



The jolly, 60-year-old, 
Vancouver-based author of 
Chinese cookie fortunes 
refuses to mess with murky 
predictions for sound business 
reasons. 

‘‘I don’t write any fortunes 
that are too bad because it 
might spoil a dinner party.” 

And bad fortunes' ultimately 
mean bad business for 
Chinese food entrepreneurs 
around the province. 

Head or Northwest Food 
Products Ltd., which bakes 
about 200 pounds of fortune 
cookies a day, Marr reports 
sales are up and the profit has 
little to do with the cookies 
because few people eat them. 
“Usually they just break them 
open, hoping to find surprising 
good news.” 

But there are problems in 
the continual cooking up of 
good news: “It’s hard to find a 
new message. My goal is to' 
find 200 new messages to fill 
the cookies.” 

Newspapers, magazines, 
astrology forecasts and 
fortune books in English and 
Chinese are all pored over by 
Marr in his continuing search 
for good news. 

“The cookie message has to 
be pleasant and mean 
something. I try to put some 
jokes in them but I can’t find 
many good jokes.” 

Marr has considered 
writing different messages 
intended for bachelors, or 
family groups or students. 
He’s considered color coding 
the packages and marking 
them in French, English or 
Chinese so that a waiter could 
serve the right cookies to the 
right people, but 
specialization like that has 
inherent problems and he 
doesn’t “like to mess around 
with lady luck. 

“There’s a danger the 
cookies would get scrambled 
and it could be embarrassing 
if the restaurant gave 
someone the wrong cookie.” 

“You will soon be called 
upon to decipher an important 
message” is one of Marr’s 
favorites. 

And if the forecast has 
anyting to do with Chinese 
fortune cookies, the* message 
is probably his.

In 1948 Richman went to 
University of B.C. to set up a 
department ol horticulture, 
where he stayed for five 
years, followed by work at 
Saanichton at the federal 
experimental farm, Victoria 
parks department and Scott 
and Peden. 

Off the job, for most of his 
life, Richman has been raising 
orchids and has a home 
greenhouse with some 30 


varieties. He intends to carry 
on the hobby and perhaps try 
some parks consulting work, 
but his administrative role 
comes to an end officially with 
his retirement Sept. 30. 

He reflected: “1 like to get 
my fingers into the soil. My 
happiest years were when I 
was potting and producing. I 
don’t care what anyone says, 
it (administration) leaves you 
cold after a while.”

Summary of changes 


Meeting in New York, the 
own'ers adopted 
revolutionary and widespread 
rule changes in an effort to 
bolster beleaguered defences 
and discourage the increasing 
use of field-goal specialists. 


“I am extremely pleased,” 
commented NFL 
commissioner Pete Rozelle as 
he discussed the changes 
adopted last week. “I felt the 
coaches were doing too good a 
job with their defences. This 
should make things very 
interesting.” 


Included among the 
sweeping changes is the 
adoption of sudden-death 
overtime for exhibition and 
regular-season games; 
moving the goal posts from 
the goal line to the end line; 
and returning the ball after 
missed field goals to the line of 
scrimmage or the 20-yard 
line, whichever is the greater 
distance from the goal line. 


Here is a summary of the rule changes adopted by the 
National Football League. 

KICKING 

Goal posts moved back 10 yardB from the goal to the 
end line. 

Kickoffs from the 35-yard line instead of the 40. 

Missed field goals returned to the line of scrimmage 
or 20-yard line whichever is farther from the goal line. 

Members of a team punting or attempting a field goal 
cannot cross the line of scrimmage until the ball is kicked. 

OVERTIME 

Sudden death for all games but limited to 15 minutes 
for pre-season and regular season games. 

PASSING * 

Elimination of roll blocking and cutting of wide 
receivers. 

The extent of downfield contact a defender is 
permitted to have with eligible receivers will be 
restricted. 

PENALTIES 

The penalty for offensive holding, illegal use of hands 
and tripping reduced from 15 yards to 10 yards when the 
infraction occurs in the area of the line of scrimmage. 

BLOCKING 

Wide receivers blocking back toward the ball three 
yards from the line of scrimmage cannot block below the 
waist. 


Thus coaches will now be 
reluctant to attempt field 
goals from long range since a 
miss would give the other 
team excellent field position. 


The alterations are intended 
to open up offences and 
encourage kick returns. 
Kickoffs will be from the 35- 
yard line and members of the 
team kicking from 
scrimmage may not cross the 
line of scrimmage until the 
ball is kicked. 


Wide receivers should 
benefit from change^ in 
blocking rules and penalties 
for some offensive infractions 
in the area of the line of 
scrimmage have been 
reduced. 


As expected, field-goal 
kickers voiced instant 
opposition to the rule changes.

SCHAMBERGER 


Long-distance runs 
keep Wolf relaxed 


Long-distance running 
provides Wolf Schamberger of 
Duncan with a little more than 
the thrill of competition. 

And most of those extra 
benefits stem from the 
| practice runs he uses to 
| prepare for the gruelling 26- 
mile, 385-yard marathon 
events. 

Schamberger, a 28-year-old 
physician who recently 
finished 24th out of more than 
1,700 starters in the 
prestigious 78th annual Boston 
Marathon, averaged about 10 
miles a day while training last 
year and hopes to try for about 
11 miles per day this year. 

“After being indoors 
listening to people’s problems 
all day, I like to get out. 

“Running seems to make 
you closer to things ... to 
nature . . and the changes in 
the seasons day by day. The 
rain, the wind, the sunshine — 
you get everything,” he 
mused. 

“There’s a lot of things I’ll 
pick up that people going 40, 50 
or 60 miles-per-hour in the 
isolation of their cars will 
miss. 

“Besides, it’s a nice change 


and gives me more energy to 
work,” he added. 

Schamberger started 
running a rather roundabout 
way. He received a knee 
injury while playing soccer in 
1959 and “ended up with 
infection and complications.” 

After a month in hospital, 
Schamberger said “things 
were a little stiff and they 
advised me to jog to get the 
leg back.” 

He started jogging and later 
got into track while attending 
high school in Duncan. 
Following his graduation, the 
next eight years were spent 
obtaining a medical degree at 
the University of British 
Columbia and interning in 
Montreal. 

During his stay in Montreal, 
he decided to slip over to 
Boston in 1971 to enter his first 
marathon event. 

“The only distance work I’d 
done before that was a 12- 
miler and a 19-miler,” he said. 
Despite the inexperience, 
Schamberger managed to 
finish 95th out of 1,160 
starters. 

The Boston Marathon is 
generally recognized as the 
toughest in the world. 


Bay mates eye SFU 


Simon Fraser University seems to be the 
choice for two Oak Bay baske'ball stars. 

Dave Kirzinger and Rob Parris, both 
selected to the all-star team at the B.C. high 
school boys basketball championship last 
ir.unth in Vancouver, have both indicated a 
preference for Simon Fraser this fa'll when 
the two enter university. 

Kirzinger. a six-foot-four centre for coach 
Don Horwood’s provincial-champion Bays, 
has been offered a full scholarship and a part- 
time job at SFU by basketball coach John 
Kootnekoff. who was in Victoria recently to 
see Kirzinger. A decision is expected to be 
reached before Kootnekoff returns to Victoria 
next month to visit Kirzinger, who is looking 
towards a career in law 


see Jack Newnham, coach of the University 
of Victoria junior varsity team. 

"I’ve told Mr. Newnham I’d talk to him 
before I made a decision,” Kirzinger said. 
However, the burly centre indicated he is 
“almost certain” about enrolling at Simon 
Fraser this fall. 

Parris was in Burnaby recently and saw 
Kootnekoff. 

"He was interested," Parris stated. “But 
there were four other people he wanted to talk 
to first. 

"If I don’t go to Simon Fraser. I’ll go to 

UVic." 

Both players were on the 1973 and 1974 Oak 
Bay teams which captured the high school 
provincial title at Pacific Coliseum. 


It starts out with six miles of 
downhill where everyone is 
going fast “and this gets a lot 
of people,” Schamberger said. 
After that and until the 17-mile 
mark the course is mostly 
gentle ups and downs. 

“Then you hit the first of 
three hills taking up four 
miles. The last is the steepest 
and has been named 
‘Heartbreak Hill’.” 

A lot more competitors have 
dropped out by this point. 

“When you get to the top of 
that you’ve done just over 21 
miles and can see the finish at 
the Prudential Centre tower. 
After topping Heartbreak Hill, 
“you feel like croaking 
because that tower never 
seems to get any closer. The 
best thing to do is not to look at 
it,” he said. 

Alternating sunny and 
cloudy periods during the 1974 
marathon provided less than 
optimum conditions for 
Schamberger. 

“It was good but I prefer it 
cooler. I run better marathons 
in the fall.” His best time of 
two hours, 20 minutes, nine 
seconds was recorded last fall 
in St. John’s, Nfld. 

In contrast, his time in 
Boston was 2:24.50. 

Most of his preparation for 
this year’s race had been 
aimed at overcoming the 
uphill sections and he was 
stymied by the downhill 
stretches. 

“I’ve never hurt so much 
after a marathon,” he 
conceded. 

His biggest sense of 
accomplishment came toward 
the end after running in 27th 
position from about the three- 
mile mark until the 26th. 

Three runners were about 30 
yards in front of Schamberger 
and spaced about 10 yards 
apart when they turned into 
this slightly uphill, 75-yard 
stretch of side street nearing 
the finish. 

“I found myself closing in 
on the last guy so I started 
sprinting and figured I could 
beat him. Before I knew it I 
had so much momentum that 
the first guy was just turning 
the corner and looking toward 


the finish line as I whipped 
around the outside of him. He 
never even saw me—it was 
just like a dream.” 

Next year, Schamberger 
plans to stay closer to the 
front for more of the race vid 
to start specific training a lot 
earlier. 

Besides running, when he 
finds the time Schamberger 
enjoys skiing, kayaking and 
mountain climbing. He plans 
a white-water trip on the 
Thompson River in May after 
the B.C. marathon 
championships. 

Schamberger said that he’d 
like to get into sports medicine 
when his competition days are 
over — but that might be a 
long time off. 

“Marathoners get better 
as they get older," he 
explained. Years of running 
get the body into tune and 
endurance seems to build up 
with age. 

“Maybe there’s a little bit 
more experience too,” he 
added 

Judging by that, 
Schamberger should go a long 
way in the next few years

Board employs

B.C. Labor Relations Board 
for the first time has used its 
controversial power to impose 
binding collective agreements 
where employees are seeking 
a first contract. 

Warehousemen employed at 
London Drugs in Vancouver 
began returning to work 
Monday after a seven and a 
half month strike. 

Labor spokesmen have 
opposed the board’s power 
because they are opposed in 
principle to the imposition of 
agreements. 


The board held a hearing in 
March into the strike of 17 
workers, members of 
Teamsters Union, Local 351. 

The strike had continued 
since September last year, but 
the employer had been able to 
replace the strikers. 

In its decision on the case, 
the board noted that the first 
wage offer from the employer 
came only on Oct. 30 and a full 
monetary package did not 
come until Dec. 12.

SEATTLE — Flooding of 
the Skagit Valley can be 
halted by a labor boycott on 
the part of B.C. workmen, a 
B.C. Federation of Labor 
spokesman said Friday.

Angry council 
raps railway 


DUNCAN - If CP Rail 
officials had attended last 
week’s council meeting they 
woilld have heard what 
council thinks about their land 
lease proposal along the 
railroad tracks. 

Comments like gouging, 
extortion of a small com¬ 
munity and banditry came 
from angry council members 
when they learned that the 
land the city has been leasing 
for the past several years for 
parking suddenly has become 
unattainable because of an 
increase in cost which is more 
than 300 per cent. 

Until now the city has been 
paying $5,000 per year for 
strips of land along both sides 
of the railroad tracks and the 
city also has forgiven taxes 
for that land which would 
have amounted to $6,000 per 
year. The old lease will expire 
July 14. 

“As you are no doubt aware 
Marathon Realty Company 
Ltd. (subsidiary of the CPR) 
has acquired the property 
and, assuming that the city of 
Duncan wishes to continue 
leasing the property, we have 
prepared and are enclosing a 
new lease effective July 15, 
1974, which calls for a monthly 
rental of $1,450 plus taxes,” 
wrote R. A. Halsey, assistant 
operations manager of land 
leasing. 

He continued “it is ap¬ 
preciated that the increase is 
substantial percentage wise 
over the existing rental, 
however, I wish to point out 
that this new rent was 
determined by using as a 
guide o recent independent 
appraisal ot this property.” 

Council in general con¬ 
sidered the proposal “un¬ 
thinkable and unacceptable” 
and Marathon will be advised 
that the increase cannot be 
considered, but that re¬ 
negotiation of the lease based 
“on the old figure" might be 
considered. 

Council also decided to 
approach the federal 
government to find out more 
about a proposal to ex¬ 
propriate railroad land within 
cities that experience a 
hardship because of the 
railroad.

Some 6,000 members of 20 
different unions within the 
Nanaimo-Duncan and District 
Labor Council area will be 
urged to return their credit 
cards to Gulf and Shell oil 
companies protesting their 
practice of engaging a con¬ 
struction firm that employs 
non-union labor. 

Delegates to the labor 
council’s monthly meeting at 
Duncan's IWA union hall 
endorsed the action proposed 
by Vancouv er Island Building 
and Construction Trades 
Council. Those unions not 
represented at the meeting 
will be advised of the council’s 
decision. 

In a letter, trades council 
secretary John Schibli told the 
labor council that the trades 
council “has encountered 
great difficuties in convincing 
major oil companies to con¬ 
struct their new outlets with 
union labor. 

“Most recent examples 
where these corporate giants 
have seen fit to be guided 
solely by their economic 
reasoning when awarding 
contracts” involved Gulf Oil 
Canada Ltd. and Shell Canada 
Ltd., Schibli stated. 

He said the construction 
involved a new self-serve 
station at Victoria (com¬ 
pleted) and at Nanaimo (now 
under construction) by Gulf 
Oil Canada Otd., and a large 
station expansion at Campbell 
River by Shell Canada Ltd. 

“In each case the generfl 
contractor is Pier Mac 
Petroleum Installations Ltd. 
of Kelowna, a non-union firm 
paying sub-standard wages 
and engaging subcontractors 
of the same like. The building 
trade council made every 
reasonable effort to organize 
the workers of that firm in¬ 
volved but ran into a stone 
wall,” Schibli stated. 

“The fact that the low bids 
were achieved by the im¬ 
position of unfair wages and 
conditions upon the wokers 
seems of no consequence to 
these acknowledged rip-off 
giants and their spokesmen,” 
he added. 

Schibli also said his group 
plans demonstrations at 
major Shell and Gulf outlets in 
the near future.

Armament technology strides 
of concern to Red Cross 


GENEVA — International 
Red Cross experts are worried 
about the rapid development 
of armaments technology, 
particularly laser beams. 

A report has called for in¬ 
ternational action to restrict 
or prohibit some of the new 
weapons in war. 

Lasers, high velocity am¬ 
munition, flame weapons and 
new types of projectiles were 
cited in the report dealing 
with “weapons that may 
cause unnecessary suffering 
or have indiscriminate ef¬ 
fects.” 

Laser range-finding and 
target-spotting is an inex¬ 
pensive way to improve the 
accuracy of weapons like 
bombs, the report points out. 

But lasers have a highly 
damaging side effect because 
they can destroy the human 
eye at ranges up to several 
thousand yards. Anyone 
looking straight into a laser 
beam risks total destruction of 
the eyes. 

And the report says that in a 
few years laser devices may 
be used as thermal weapons. 
Their original output, once 
measured in tens of watts, has 
increased ten-thousandfold in 
the last 10 years 

Three types of high-energy 
laser weapons are being 
developed: 

— Gas-dynamic lasers, the 
most advanced, with a 200- 
kilowatt power output in a 
continuous wave. They 
operate by heating carbon 
dioxide to a high temperature 
to make it expand, then 
cooling it by supersonic 
passage through nozzles. The 
result is a high-energy 
discharge through a mirror 
cavity. “Their most likely 
applications are in ground- 
based weapons or aboard 
ships,’’ the report adds. 
“Aircraft use is possible.” 


— Electric-discharge 
lasers. These also excite 
carbon dioxide gas and have 


reached 100 megawatts at 
peak power. They can be used 
aboard ship and probably on 


aircraft if airborne generators 
and capacitators are im¬ 
proved.

— Chemical lasers. These 
have the greatest potential for 
military use, the report says, 
but are still in the early stages 
of development. “They have 
much military interest 
because little outside energy 
is required, so that chemical 
lasers may eventually be 
small and light.” They also 
operate on short wavelengths 
that increase thermal damage 
effects. 

What makes lasers so at¬ 
tractive to the military is their 
ability to burn holes in targets 
while their radiation can 
destroy (apart from the 
human eye) optical sensors of 
attacking weapons. 

They also have a zero time 
of flight and can be pointed 
rapidly from target to target. 

The report predicts that, 
withip 10 years, fighters will 
be equipped with laser guns 
and progress will have been 
made in laser defence 
systems against missiles. 

Another area of concern to 
the Red Cross is flame 
weapons. Already in use are 
thickened pyrophoric agents 
(TPA) in small calibre 
rockets fired from portable 
multi-barrelled launchers. 

They are superior to the 
conventional flame throwers 
because they have a longer 
range — 200 yards with ac¬ 
curacy — and are simpler to 
use. Larger TPA products are 
being developed for artillery 
end air-to-ground rocket 
launchers and new flames 
weapons may continue to 
appear alongside them, ex¬ 
ploiting some of the newer 
flourine-based incendiary 
agents. 

Small-arms ammunition is 
another area of concern.
